Continuation of 7. As newly amended, claim 4 would be rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph because the term "the connecting 
joints connecting the cabin-side fabric to the window-side fabric" (lines 5-6) lacks proper antecedent basis. Note that claim 1 states that 
the cabin-side and window-side fabrics are connected by "a peripheral seam" (lines 5-6) and "a joint located in the interior of the 
chamber" (line 7).
